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QUESTIONS FOR TE TOW COUNSEL 

Philip Buzzell, Town Counsel, will undoubtedly have 
at least a few qiestions to mswer, as a rest of the 
Tow Meeting of last week. 

Number One, in importance, is the vote on the High 
School Addition. Without a doubt the vote was a worthy 
one, when one considers the proposed price of the class 
rooms, and there is also no doubt but that the addition 
will be needed shortly. 

But, as we said, there are legal questions. The Fi- 
nance Committee did not approve.’ They did not ¢isap- 
prove. They voted "No Action", and then five of the 
seven members of that board who were present at the 
meeting stood up and voted for the school, a fact which 
has no bearing on the legal miestion, but does indicate 
some of their feelings. 

In voting "No Action" the Finance Comittee did not 
necessarily block the vote, but one of' the citizens, ‘ir 
Mel zar, Chairman of the Board of Water Commissioners 
did raise the point of their actin, so as to put it on 
formal notice. 

To our way of thinking — and it is strictly a side— 
walk opinion, it would be possible to call this a legal 
vote. 

But there is one more point, which prot ably makes 
the vote illegal, and that conrerns the $70,000 (approx 
imately) that was transferred from the remaining fimds 
of the previous building efforts. The Finance Comittee 
say that they hac no notice of that, and that they can- 
not approve. They further point out that a written ap- 
proval of the Finance Comittee is reqtired before any 
funds can be transferred. 

It's a nice complex problem. Perhaps the vote was 
just so mich hot air. Only time end the Town Counsel 
can tell. 

Another problem that may be dumped in the Town Conn- 
sel's lep concerns the remning of land near the North 
Reading line.

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Not many of the voters realized that only land North 
of Salem Street was rezoned. The proposed rezoning of 
land South of Salem Street was from the motion. 

Some residents of North Wilmington are provoked at 
the events that took place. They have two bones over 
which they choose to argue, one of ther being valueless 
in our eyes. They fear that the proposed garage will be 
an eyesore, etc. close to valuable residential proper- 
ty. The parties who are building the garage have enter- 
ed into an agreement with the Town “anazer that there 
will be no direct roac to Salem Street, from the garage 
and that the garage will not be visible from Salen St. 
As sich there cen be no harm done, as we see it. 

The secon¢e point is a bit nebulous, but fer-fetched 
or not, there are people who are worrying about it, and 
they state that they intenc to take what steps they can 
to prevent it. 

Their worry is about the high land, opposite the 
North Reading State Sanitorinn.* This land, they feel, 
will be attractive to the type of person who wants to 
run a honky-tonk type of business. It is close to the 
proposed Route 28. It is close to a town line. If we 
had liquor laws that allow such type of establishnents— 
then, these people feel, that would be a very desire— 
able site. 

Perhaps. they are barking at thin air, but because of 
their fears they plan to attenpt action. 

We do na know just what action they can take. We 
have heard of attempting to prove that there was not 
sufficient notice, in the advertisement which the Plan- 
ning Board ran in this paper - not sufficient in point 
of time, that is. 

Two years ago a case like this, in Burlington had 
only four days notice, and the judge in that case said 
that it was sufficient. 

A third case, which probably may not come to the 
attention of the Town Counsel, but might in the firture 
concerns the Housing Development for the Aced. “ir. Mel- 
zar was carefhil to have read into the records of the 
meeting that there would be no reatirenents of the tow 
for the laying of water mains. Perhaps it was only “fr.

Superintendent of Schools 
John Collins, his face livid 
with rage, told the Town that 
he had called the Chairman of 
the Finance Comittee and per- 


sonally notified him that the 
School Committee would meet 
‘any time’. 

James B, Moore, of the School 
Committee, who had made the 
motion on this article, read 
a newspaper clipping that 
made several statements about 
Mr. Barrows, and ‘double ses- 
sions’. 

‘We are struggling to attract 
good teachers - you cannot get 
good teachers on half sessions 
- you’ll never get another 
AVCO to come here on half ses- 
sions!’.

Ne had moved into Wilmington 
during the early 1840's, Ac- 
cording to the Wilmington Re- 
cord of Births, Marriages and 
Deaths, Clapp had three dau- 
ghters, one of whom died dur- 
ing the Civil War.
